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MONTANA  LIVESTOCK  COMMISSION  MEETINGS 


FISCAL  YEAR  REPORT  1965  - 1966 


August  7,  1965°  Meeting  held  in  Billings.  The  Commission  by  resolution  established 
procedure  when  issuing  commissions  fwithout  pay1  and  that  they  only  be  effective 
for  one  year. 

They  ordered  continuing  prosecution  of  the  inspection  violation  case  State  vs 
Tillett  and  ordered  a study  of  market  regulations,  such  study  directed  towards 
more  complete,  comprehensive  and  up  dating  of  regulations. 

Mr.  Moore  told  of  his  meeting  with  the  Carter  County  Sheep  and  Cattlemens  As- 
sociation and  that  they  had  given  him  a vote  of  confidence  on  the  work  and 
policies  of  the  Livestock  Commission. 

September  8,  1965 . Meeting  held  in  Helena.  The  Commission  directed  the  Executive 
Officer  to  conduct  investigations  of  actions  of  certain  parties  named  as  possible 
violators  of  the  livestock  laws  or  general  statutes  of  the  state. 

Mr.  Saylor  and  Mr.  Cheney  were  authorized  to  attend  the  International  Law  Conference 
at  Lethbridge,  Alberta  in  October. 

Mr.  Moore  and  Mr.  Cheney  reported  on  a meeting  held  with  representatives  of  the 
Packers  and  Stockyards  from  Washington,  D.  C.  and  Denver  on  a proposed  cooperative 
agreement  on  exchange  of  information  between  the  two  agencies. 

November  20  - 21,  1965 » Meeting  held  at  Billings.  The  statutes  on  Estrays, 
selling,  holding,  etc.  were  reviewed  and  the  Commission  approved  that  no  action  be 
taken  when  there  was  a violation  of  the  statute  unless  the  owner  of  the  animal 
involved  would  sign  a complaint® 

The  balance  of  the  meeting  was  devoted  to  a complete  study  and  analysis  of  the 
Proposed  Livestock  Market  Regulations.  The  Commission  asked  that  the  members  of 
the  Montana  Livestock  Markets  Association  and  representatives  of  the  Montana 
Stockgrowers  Association  be  invited  to  a meeting  on  December  5>  1965  to  discuss 
and  make  recommendations  on  these  proposals. 

December  5 - 6 - 9»  1965°  Meeting  held  at  Billings.  The  entire  day  of  December  5 
was  spent  in  study,  review,  criticism  and  suggested  changes  of  the  Proposed  Market 
Regulations  with  members  of  both  associations  as  named  in  summary  of  November  20 
meeting.  Mr.  C.  T.  TTadf  Sanders,  Attorney  at  Law,  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  Gharles 
F.  Moses,  Attorney  at  Law,  Billings  and  Attorney  for  the  Livestock  Commission 
presented  the  regulations  and  briefly  explained  each  item  which  the  entire  group 
then  evaluated  making  suggestions  for  changing  or  approving. 

The  Commission  convened  at  8;00  P.  M.  December  6,  1965  and  called  into  the  meeting 
District  Inspectors,  L,  C.  Johnston  of  Dillon  and  Bill  Graham  of  Missoula.  These 
two  men  had  been  making  a special  investigation  of  cattle  losses  reported  by 
Homer  Scott  (Padlock  Ranches).  Sheriff  Roy  Riley  of  Big  Horn  County  was  also 
asked  into  the  meeting. 

These  officers  made  a complete  and  comprehensive  report  covering  all  activities

of  employees,  the  operation  of  the  ranch(es)  and  losses  unknown  or  known  for  1965, 
Inspectors  Johnston  and  Graham  were  directed  to  make  further  study  and  inquiry 
and  report  back  to  the  Commission  on  December  9. 

Mr®  Moses  reported  o ns  State  vs  Tillett,  State  vs  McKenzie  and  State  vs  Bruce 
Johnson. 

Appeals  to  the  State  Supreme  Court  were  being  proceeded  within  the  Tillett  and 
Johnson  cases  and  that  appeal  had  been  dropped  in  the  McKenzie  case. 

The  Executive  Officer  explained  tentative  budget  plans  for  the  next  biennium. 

The  Commission  directed  a study  of  salaries  be  made  with  plans  to  increase 
employees  salaries  to  compensate  for  the  increased  work  load  of  the  last  two 
years  without  any  comparable  increase  in  man  power,  this  work  load  occassioned 
by  an  increase  of  250,000  cattle  through  the  licensed  livestock  markets  in  the 
state . 

Trips  to  the  American  National  Cattlemens  Convention  in  Kansas  City  for  Mr. 

Wilson,  Mr.  Black  and  Mr.  Saylor  were  approved. 

A trip  to  the  American  National  Woolgrowers  Convention  in  Portland  for  Mr.  Moore 
and  Mr.  Cheney  was  approved. 

On  December  9,  Inspectors  Johnston  and  Graham  reported  on  their  further  investi- 
gation of  Scott  losses  and  that  not  one  of  the  riders  on  these  ranches  had  been 
notified  of  these  apparent  large  losses. 

It  was  decided  to  invite  Mr.  Scott  into  a meeting  to  be  held  on  December  14 
with  investigation  to  continue  until  then. 

March  3 - 4 - 5,  1966.  Meeting  held  at  Helena.  On  March  3 the  Commission  reviewed 
and  corrected  draft  of  Proposed  Market  Regulations. 

On  March  Charles  Hodson,  President;  John  Altenhofen,  Vice  President;  Robin 
MacNab,  Secretary;  C®  T»  fTad*  Sanders,  Attorney  and  Al  Altenhofen,  all  of  the 

Montana  Livestock  Marketing  Association  met  with  the  Commission  and  agreement 

arrived  at  on  the  Regulations. 

Mr.  Sanders  filed  an  application  for  the  Sidney  Livestock  Market  Center, 
necessitated  by  the  market  moving  to  proposed  new  facilities  to  be  completed 
by  the  fall  of  1966. 

Mr.  Sanders  filed  an  application  from  the  Central  Montana  Auction  Company  as 
they  proposed  to  change  their  market  to  new  facilities.  On  completion  of  this 
business  this  group  left  the  meeting. 

It  was  directed  that  a report  of  the  meeting  with  Homer  and  Dan  Scott  be  made  a 
part  of  the  minutes  of  this  meeting:  December  14,  1965*  Mr.  Wilson,  Mr.  Saylor, 

Mr.  Cheney  and  Mr.  Moses  met  with  Homer  and  Dan  Scott  re  further  investigation  of 

reported  losses  on  their  ranches  in  Big  Horn  County.  Inspector  Johnston  and  Graham 

were  invited  into  the  meeting  to  give  a further  report  of  their  investigation. 
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COMMISSION  MEETINGS  (Page  three  continued) 


The  Commission  ordered  that  inspection  of  Montana  cattle  at  St.  Paul,  Minnesota 
be  discontinued  as  of  July  1,  1966. 

The  New  Market  Regulations  were  on  this  date,  March  5,  1966,  adopted  and  made 
effective  on  May  1,  1966 ® 

(NOTE  Printed  copies  of  Market  Regulations  can  be  obtained  from  the  office  of 
the  Montana  Livestock  Commission,  Capital  Building,  Helena.) 

The  Commission  approved  the  attendance  of  James  Sweeney,  Inspector  at  Chinook  and 
George  Eichhorn,  Inspector  at  Havre,  to  the  Montana  Law  Enforcement  Academy  to 
be  held  in  Bozeman  on  May  8 to  20  inclusive. 

April  2$,  1966.  Meeting  held  at  Helena.  At  this  time  the  Commission  held  a 
hearing  on  Docket  No.  39,  an  application  for  a Certificate  of  Public  Convenience 
and  Necessity  to  operate  a livestock  market  at  Sidney,  this  necessitated  by 
moving  from  the  old  facilities  into  proposed  new  facilities  which  will  when 
completed  be  the  most  outstanding,  modern  and  up-to-date  market  in  the  Northwest. 

The  Commission  did  grant  this  Certificate,  conditioned  on  completion  of  new 
yards  and  exchange  building. 

The  Executive  Officer  reported  on  investigations,  new  appointments  and  he  was 
authorized  to  attend  a seminar  on  ’’Freeze  Branding”  at  Pullman,  Washington  on 
May  17,  1966. 

May  14,  1966.  Meeting  held  at  Miles  City.  The  Commission  met  to  hold  hearing 
on  an  application  by  the  Miles  Gity  Sale  Yard  Company  for  a Certificate  of  Public 
Convenience  and  Necessity  to  operate  a livestock  market  at  Miles  City® 

On  completion  of  the  hearing,  the  Commission  did  grant  this  Certificate® 

May  18  - 20  - 21,  1966.  Meeting  held  at  Great  Falls.  The  Livestock  Association 
of  Big  Horn  County  requested  that  all  shipments  including  any  no  brand  cattle  be 
inspected  at  ranch  of  origin.  This  request  was  considered  and  denied® 

Mr.  Homer  Scott  and  representatives  were  invited  into  the  meeting  and  discussed 
losses  from  their  ranch®  The  minutes  of  this  meeting  reads ’’After  these  men  left 
the  meeting,  the  Commission  reviewed  all  reports  and  investigations  and  directed 
that  the  minutes  show  that  there  was  no  evidence  to  indicate  that  this  large 
reported  loss  by  Mr.  Scott  was  due  to  cattle  rustlers  or  thefts”. 

The  Commission  had  a luncheon  meeting  with  the  Brand  and  Theft  Committee  of  the 
Montana  Stockgrowers  Association  in  convention  at  Great  Falls  at  this  time. 

The  Commission  received  reports  on  the  Rabies  Control  Program,  budget,  operation 
of  inspection  at  markets,  summary  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  activities  in 
the  state  the  past  few  months  and  authorized  expenditure  of  funds  for  Rabies 
Control  under  the  Predator  Program. 

The  Commission  authorized  Mr.  Moses,  Attorney,  to  participate  in  prosecution  of 
State  vs  Lemond  and  State  vs  Gist. 

Mill  levies  were  approved  at  the  same  levy  as  in  the  past  year. 
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The  Commission  met  with  representatives  of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  on  manage- 
ment and  control  of  wild  horses. 

On  May  21  the  Commission  went  to  Shelby  to  hold  a hearing  on  Docket  No.  41*  an 
application  by  the  Shelby  Stockyards  Company,  Inc.  for  a Certificate  of  Public 
Convenience  and  Necessity  to  operate  a livestock  market  at  Shelby.  On  completion 
of  a full  day  of  testimoney  and  statements,  the  Commission  did  grant  the 
Certificate  contingent  on  compliance  with  the  Order  and  conditions  as  set  forth 
therein.  (Copy  of  Order  on  file  at  offices  of  the  Livestock  Commission). 


REPORT  FOR  ’’ESTRATS"  FOUND 


The  report  covers  livestock  classified  as  actual  ’’estrays”  and  also  those 
animals  held  for  ownership  which,  after  investigation,  are  either  returned  to 
recorded  owner  of  brand  or  brand  owner  receives  proceeds  from  sale. 

Inspectors  send  in  cards  which  show  where  animal (s)  are  found,  (Range,  Ranch, 
Shipment,  etc.).  Also  shown  is  the  number  of  head,  brand,  further  description  and 
what  disposition  was  made  of  the  animal(s). 

Those  listed  under  ’’Market  Inspectors”  are  found  by  inspectors  at  licensed 
livestock  markets  in  shipments  which  are  consigned  for  sale  by  someone  other 
than  the  recorded  owner  of  brand  on  animal. 

Those  listed  under  ’’District  Inspectors”  are  found  in  course  of  inves- 
tigation work  in  the  field,  inspection  at  country  shipping  points  and  in 
checking  cattle  on  ranches.  If  owner  can  be  found  he  is  notified  and  dispo- 
sition is  left  to  owner.  If  owner  cannot  be  located  animals  are  advertised 
under  Section  4.6-1002,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1947  > or  shipped  to  a licensed 
livestock  market  for  sale. 

Those  listed  under  ’’Association  Inspectors”  are  found  and  handled  in  the 
same  manner  as  explained  under  ’’District  Inspectors”.  These  inspectors  are 
hired  by  county  or  local  associations  for  investigations,  inspections  and  for 
protection  of  livestock  producers  from  rustling  and  losses. 

Those  listed  under  ’’Deputy  Inspectors”  are  found  at  time  of  inspection  as 
required  before  leaving  county  of  origin.  The  Deputy  Inspector  sees  that  animal 
is  returned  to  owner  or  if  owner  cannot  be  determined,  reports  to  District 
Inspector  who  then  disposes  of  animal  as  prescribed  under  ’’District  Inspectors”, 
above.

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District  Inspectors  stopped  trucks  on  highways  carrying  cattle,  horses 
and  sheep.  In  each  instance  a complete  check  was  made  and  a report  was  sent  to 
the  Livestock  Commission. 


Inspectors  reported  inspection  of  trucks  as  follows:

485  11,413  165  7,035 

At  the  Helena  office  229  reports  were  received  of  cattle,  horses  and 
sheep  being  lost  or  stolen.  The  number  of  head  involved  was  880  cattle,  65 
horses  and  1,005  sheep,  a total  of  1,950  head. 

In  most  instances  the  owner  of  the  missing  stock  does  not  make  a report 
until  several  weeks  after  the  stock  has  disappeared.  This  adds  to  the  difficulty 
of  tracing  and  locating  the  stock.  In  addition  to  the  reports  of  loss  turned  in 
to  the  office,  the  District  Inspectors  receive  many  reports  direct  from  the  owner. 
The  Inspector  often  locates  the  stock  and  so  no  loss  report  comes  to  the  Helena 
office. 


Twelve  bulletings  listing  description  and  various  other  data  on  missing 
stock  were  circulated  during  the  year.  These  were  sent  to  the  District  and  Market 
Inspectors,  Sheriffs,  the  Highway  Patrol,  the  F.B.I.  and  to  Customs  Officers  and 
Inspection  Agencies  of  the  adjoining  states. 

District  Inspectors  supervise  the  local  inspection  work  done  by  326 
Deputy  Inspectors  now  under  bond.  Deputy  Inspectors  are  not  paid  by  the  State 
but  they  retain  the  fee,  set  by  law,  which  they  collect  from  the  shipper  of 
owner  of  the  livestock  inspected.

At  the  Helena  Office  all  collections  and  disbursements  are 
handled,  reports  checked,  evaluated  and  filed  and  brands  and  mort- 
gages recorded. 

Market  reports  are  received,  bills  of  sale  filed,  fees  checked 
and  balanced  against  incoming  stock  listed.  Fees  are  balanced 
against  outgoing  stock  listed  on  Form  35ZA.  All  stock  leaving 
Markets  are  cleared  on  this  form.  Copies  are  sent  to  the  Helena 
Office.  During  the  year  47,303  cattle  shipments  and  4,231  horse 
shipments  were  cleared  from  State  markets  on  this  form. 

An  index  shows  that  3,518  shippers  had  livestock  proceeds 
held  at  markets  pending  proof  of  ownership.

Title  46,  Chapter  10,  Section  46- 1001  through  46- 1013  define  an 
estray,  the  handling,  sale  and  establishing  of  an  Estray  Fund, 

Estray  Fund  No,  912800,  page  34,  had  a balance  of  $41,321,41  as  of 
June  30,  1966.  Receipts  and  disbursements  from  this  fund  are  not  revenue  and 
costs  of  state  governments.  The  statutes  give  the  owner  a period  of  two 
years  in  which  to  establish  his  claim  to  sold  estrays.  Valid  claims  are 
paid  from  this  fund.  Net  proceeds  not  claimed  within  the  two  year  period 
are  transferred  to  the  Livestock  Commission  fund  at  the  request  of  the 
commission*  It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  commission  to  honor  claims 
established  after  the  two  year  period  in  which  case  payment  if  made  from 
the  Livestock  Commission  Fund® 


The  balance  of  monies  in  this  fund  does  not  reflect  income  or 
expenses  of  the  Livestock  Commission  and  should  not  be  taken  into 
consideration  in  determining  budget  expenditures  and  income® 
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PREDATORY  ANIMAL  CONTROL 


For  the  purpose  of  predatory  animal  control  the  State  is  divided  into  four 
control  districts®  Operations  within  these  districts  are  based  on  economic  losses 
and  needs.  Plans  are  worked  out  annually  by  the  Governor fs  Advisory  Committee  on 
Predatory  Animal  Control  and  the  Montana  District  Agent  of  the  U.  5®  Fish  & Wildlife 
Service®  The  Committee  is  composed  of  five 'members,  one  member  representing  each 
of  the  following:  The  Montana  Wool  Growers  Association,  the  Montana  Stockgrowers 

Association,  the  Montana  Federated  Wildlife  Clubs,  the  Montana  County  Commissioners 
Association  and  the  fifth  member  is  the  Director  of  the  Montana  Fish  & Game  Depart- 
ment. The  Secretary  of  the  Montana  Livestock  Commission  is  the  ex-officio  secre- 
tary of  the  Committee. 

Funds  collected  by  counties  are  derived  through  a special  sheep  license. 

These  monies  are  retained  in  the  county  and  expended  by  order  of  the  County  Com- 
missioners. This  source  of  funds  has  nearly  reached  its  limit  as  the  majority 
of  counties  are  collecting  10  cents  per  head  which  is  the  maximum  fee  set  by 
State  law.  The  15  cents  per  head  maximum  set  by  the  1965  Legislature  will  not  be 
available  until  the  1966-67  fiscal  year. 

The  other  three  sources  of  dunds,  the  Montana  Livestock  Commission,  Depart- 
ment of  Fish  & Game  and  the  Bureau  of  Sport  Fisheries  and  Wildlife,  are  used  over 
the  entire  State  with  the  exception  of  National  Parks  and  Wilderness  areas.  The 
State  is  divided  into  four  sub-districts  and  these  funds  are  allotted  to  the  sub- 
districts on  the  basis  of  50%  to  land  areas  and  50%  to  total  livestock  numbers. 

Control  operations  throughout  the  District  (State)  for  the  fiscal  year  1966 
were  carried  out  by  an  average  of  30  regular  hunters  which  is  two  more  than  last 
year.  The  land  area  of  Montana  is  146,205  square  miles.  This  maintains  over 
three  million  head  of  livestock.  Montana  is  rated  as  one  of  the  leading  big  game 
state  s »
